Judge Grimm of the circuit court this 
morning handed down his decision in 
the action brought by the city to va- 
cate the temporary injunction secured 
by the Janesville Water Company re- 
straining the city 
from 
proceeding 
with-the actual purchase of the water 
company by the city on the grounds 
the recent election at which it was 
voted was illegal owing to technical 
points at issue. The 
decision 
this 
morning sustains the election and dis- 
misses the temporary injunction. 


Last Obstacle. 
This is the last obstacle in the way 


, of the purchase of the water company 
I by the city in their action betore the 
state railway commission, unless the 
•water company should file an appeal 
to 
the 
supreme 
court 
on 
Judge 
Grimm's decision. 
If no 
appeal 
is 
taken the matter will be taken up di- 
rectly by the city attorney with the 
railway commission and a basis ot set- 
tlement will doubtless be reached. 


The Opinion. 


In making his decision Judge Grimm 
submitted the following: 
This action 
is brought to obtain a permanent in- 
junction 
prohibiting the defendants 
from proceeding to acquire the Janes- 
ville Water Works in accordance with 
the alleged popular will as expressed 
at a special election held on April 2nd, 
1912 upon the ground that the elec- 
tion'was void for want of the pre- 
scribed statutory notice. 
A restrain- 
ing order, pendente lite, was granted 


by a court commissioner; and the de- 
fendants now move the court to va- 
cate such order. 


Question of Election. 
It is conceded by both parties that 


the facts relating to the election in 
question are as set forth in the rec- 
ord herein, namely, the pleadings and 
the affidavits presented on this mo- 
tion. 
Two objections to the validity 


of the election' are urged—both per- 
taining to the notice of election. The 
first is that the form of the notice 
was incorrect in that it did not ap- 
prise the voters that the purchase of 
the water works was at issue; and 
the second is, that the notice was not 
published ten days prior to the elec- 
tion as prescribed by statute. 
The Statutes. 
In construing statutes courts are 
necessarily governed by the princi- 
ples

law is the crystali/.ed expression of 
human wisdom gained from experi- 
ence, and is "common sense" or "good 
sense."

As a result we are de 
pendent upon the old world today for 
the army of men who perform man 
ual labor in all constructive work. 


Many of our factories are mannec 


•with the same class of workmen. One 
of our industries in a nearby city, has 
two thousand Italians on its pay-roll 
These conditions are duplicated ir 
every manufacturing citv in the land 
The bone and sinew of our muscle 
working force, is largely foreign-born 


The American boy aspires to be a 


director. He would rather sit on the 
fence and tell the other fellow how 
to do it. than do it himself. As a re- 
sult there are more Americans at- 
tempting to live by their wits, in this 
country, than all other nationalities 
combined. 
"Something for npthing," is a pop- 


ular motto, with many of us, and as 
a rule the men who exploit our get- 
rich-ouick schemes are native born. 
The land promoters nf the southern 
stnt.ps are almost without p.xneption 
northern men of American birth.

'ore in the first instance upon its 
'orm. 
Did it by its 
terms apprise 
hose to be effected of the purpose of 
he election? The notice stated that 
in Tuesday, April 2nd, 1912,

would be submitted to the voters the 
uiestion: 
"Shall the city ot Janes- 
ille purchase the 
.Taneville Water 
Company?" Read in the light of the 
uirrouncling circumstances I am satis- 
led that no one was mislead by the 
ncorrect form. 


Not Purchasable. 
The water company is not a pur- 
"hasable commodity; but the impor- 
ant reason why the form of the no- 
Mce could not have mislead anyone 
!s the fact, herein more fully com- 
mented on under the second objec- 
'ion 
raised, 
to-wit, 
the 
complete 
knowledge otherwise gained and pos- 
sessed by the community of the pre- 
cise nature of the question at issue 
upon such election. And this brings 
me to the final objection, namely, that 
the notice was not published ten days 
prior to the election. 
The record 


shows that the first publication of the 
notice was on March 24th and there- 
fore less than ten days before the 
election. Some Restrictions. 


If, therefore, we are to be governed 


by the strict letter of the law, regard- 
less of whether its purnose was in 
•act accomplished, the election must 
be held void, as plaintiff 
suggests. 


~"ie uniform rule is that where the 
ibject of an election and the time and 
place are provided by general law, 
.he requirement as to the time of giv- 
ing notice is directory, and failure to 
<nve notice the rfimiired 
length 
of 
time will not invalidate the election; 
inrl. on the other hrmcl. whera a spe- 
cial election is to be held or some 
special Question is to be submitted at 
i general election, the requirement as 
to notice is mandatory and must be 
Strictly complied with. 


Good Sense.

A New Question. 


A new question, so far as this state 
is concerned, is presented in this 
case. Although every reasonable pr~- 
sumptipn favors the deduction that 
no different result would have ob- 
tained had the notice been published 


circumstances, I can only be governed 
by general legal principles and such 
sense as I may possess. 


Should Be Sustained. 
It seems 
to me that where the 
chance of a different result had the 
statute been strictly complied with: 
is reduced to a bare possibility, the' 
election should be sustained. In this 
case the records show a state of such 
general and complete actual knowl- 
edge of the impending election, its 
time and purpose, and such active in- 
terest therein on the part of the elec- 
tors that it is at least highly im- 
probable that any elector who took] 
any interest at all in municipal af-l 
fairs should have failed of knowing' 
what was contemplated or proposed. 
Early Announcement. 
As early as October 17, 1911, and 
again on October 31st, 1911, there was 
published in both of the daily papers 
of the city, one of which at least had, 
a very large circulation, a report of: 
the adoption of resolutions by 
the! 
common council to the effect that the! 
question of the purchase of the Janes-' 
ville Water Works would be 
sub-' 
mitted to the electors at the follow- 
ing spring election to be held April 
2nd, 
1912, and directing the clerk to 
give due notice thereof. 


Was Enough. 
This was of itself a notice of the 
election and of its purpose. But this 
was not all. From that time on it was 
the topic of continuous discussion bv 
the daily papers, in clubs, 
church 
societies, 
upon 
the 
streets, 
and 
wherever men would meet. Notices 
were posted in 
many more places 
than the law required, and at the 
Jolls every voter who attended wa.s 
.liven a separate ballot containing the 
special question. 


The Test Vote. 
The total vote cast at the election 
was above the average cast at muni- 
cipal elections, and greater than that 
cast at several elections for state offi- 
cers 
and for president, in 
recent 


years. From these tacts supplement- 
ed by other facts appearing from the 
record. I have no reasonable doubt but 
that all electors who would have at- 
tended the election and would have 
exercised a choice on the qupstion had 
the formal notice l>een published a 
few days earlier, did have actual no- 
tice nnd did exercise their choice; 
and that the result of the election 
would not have been different bar! the 
notice been published in strict ac- 
cord with the statutes. 


T shall therefore hoVl the election 


valid and grant the defendant's mo- 
tion to vacate the preliminary injunc- 
tion.

It was in eighteen and

eight, my first year in show busi- 
iness with 
Burr 
Kobbius, 
that we 


toured the state of Wisconsin for 
some six weeks, zig-zigging back anrl 
forth across the state to the north- 
west and.after being out some three 
or four weeks we were billed to show 
at Lancaster, in Green county. 
Early in the morning of that day 
the people came by hundreds from 
every direction and Lang before time 
for the parade to start out the crowd 
was far larger than anything we had 
seen that season. As it wa-s my first 
year of ticket selling, andr liurr Rob- 
bins had- accused me more times than 
one of being "slower than molasses 
in January." he was not long in find- 
ing me and telling me that when the 
parade came along for me to have 
them back the ticket wagon right 
upon the corner in front of the prin- 
cipal hotel and get on top of the 
wagon and announce to the people 
that we would .open the wagon down

I immediately wrote a notice and 


after closing up the wagon took it 
back and posted it in the dressing

Cossacks. 
All these people will be 
Paid in full under all circumstances. 

Watt, Manager of. the 
Ticket Wagon."

INCOME TAX TOTAL 


NEAR FIVE MILLION 


Increase of $601,000 Over -Last Year 


Indicates Greater Wisconsin 


Prosperity. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 33.—Individuals 
and corporations in the state jvill pay 
$4,79:l,!)07 income taxes 
thip year. 
This is an increase of $601,739114 over 
the amount oil payments last year. The 
state tax commission in announcing 
these figures today claims that the in- 
crease is due largely to greater pros- 
perity in the state during the past 
year and to a better understanding of 
the law by the cit1:;ens. 
Of the total 
increase to be collected 
this 
year, 
$188,777.88 more will be paid by in- 
dividuals as compared with last year's 
collections, and $412,961.26 more will 
come from corporations. 
Last year the income "tax collected 
from individuals in the seventy-one 
counties of the state aggregated ?!,- 
108,707.02 as compared with $1,297,- 
4S4.90 to be collected this year. 
The 


corporations 
paid 
$2,385,718.30 last 
year as compared with $3,494,423.32 
this year. The largest single increases 
are in Milwaukee county, where the 
total income taxes collected last year 
were $1,479,638.16 as compared with 
$1,825,024.15, an 
increase 
of 
$345,- 


:»85.99. There are six counties in the 
state where over $100,000 will be col- 
lected in income 
taxes—Milwaukee, 
Douglas, Dane. Kenosha, Racine and 
Winnebago. 
Each of these counties 
has . a large city within its borders, 
where the bulk of life tax is collected. 
Dane county will pay a total income 
tax this year of $113,845.13: Douglas 
county, 
$178,333.70; 
Kenosha. $149,- 


88.79; 
Milwaukee, $1.825,024.15; Ra- 
cine. $223,195.62 and Winnebago $114,- 
378.17. 


The entire expense of collecting this 
tax is paid by the state. It will cost 
the state about $100,000 this year. The 
state receives ten per cent of the tax 
collected, the county 20 per cent and 
the locality where the tax is return- 
able 70 per cent. In spite of the re- 
duction of the corporation 
rate 
on 


small companies made by the last leg- 
islature, the total amount of corpora- 
tion tax to be collected shows a large 
increase. The legislature also passed 
a law that hank stocks cannot be used 
as "personal property offset," so that 
the actual amount of money collected 
from the income tax source this year 
will he larger than last.

AT CHRISTMAS TIME 


State Fire Marshal Sends Out a Few 


"Dont's" Which Are Especially 


Pertinent at This Season.

livery year in America many chil- 


dren are Durneci to aeatn, or striousiy 
injured, tiirougu rires arising 
from 


(Jb.nsi.mas tree candles or the careless 
handling o£ matches. 
Some of tne 
reports of such fires coming to this 
department are simply heart-rending 
in the pathos of the sad stories they 
tell. 


Here are a few samples, in simple 
terms of lire chiefs anu town dents: 
(1) 
"The house was all afire (.from 
the overturned tree) before they no- 
ticed it. Did not have time to save 
two small children." 
(2) "The moth- 
er had gone out to milk the cows, 
and her little girl, four years old, 
came down stairs in her nightdress, 
and, finding no one about, climbed up, 
got some matches, and thought she 
would try to re-light the tree 
In 
some way her night-dress caught fire. 
She ran up stairs and got into bed, 
set the bedding on tire; then jumped 
into another bed and set the other 
bed on fire. 'When the mother came 
in,, the clothing was burned off the 
little girl, and although she ran for 
water and got the h're out, the child 
died." 
(3) "Mother was in the back 
yard hanging up clothes. Seeing the 
smoke coming from the room, she 
ran in to save two small children, 
who were found on stairway leading 
to upper floor. 
All three died from 
effects 
of 
fire." 
(Playing 
with 
matches.)

of children at holiday time. Candles 
are meant, to be lighted, and if the 
children can set matches they will 
experiment with them.

Ellis E. Usher Points Out Some Facts 


on Danish Agriculture Not Men- 


tioned by Dr. Charles 


McCarthy. 


(By Ellis B. Usher.) 


Milwaukee, 
Dec. 13.—In last Sun- 
day's Sentinel, I found a letter from 
A. ,T. Phillips 
of West Salem, dis- 
cussing the high cost of. living and 
showing 
how the 
fanners 
of his 


neighborhood 
have increased 
their 
incomes by raising better stock, and 
using 
better 
methods- of handling 
their 
surplus.,- One thing 
he said 
struck me forcibly, as illustrating the 
high 
standards of living 
in 
this 
country. He said that in West Salem, 
a. village of eight hundred and forty 
people at the last census, as nearly 
as could be estimated, it cost $1,1 Of) 
for butter, 
in the month of Novem- 
ber, just passed, or $1.20 a person, as 
he reckons present population. That 
would mean for the year, almost $14,- 
000 for butter in that little town. 
This showing- led me to turn to a 
speech recently ma.de by the ubiquit- 
ous Professor Charles W. McCarthy, 
at LaCrosse, before the convention 
of the. Society of Equity, a gathering 
of fanners, 
in which 
he told them 
"all about it" just as he does all the 
lest of us. I had noticed some of his 
reference to Denmark, and wondered 
at them, Tor I would not question a 
man so fresh from there. 
I-le re- 
ported that Denmark exports $1,000,- 
000 
a week in butter 
to England. 
That 
is $52,000.000 
a year. 
Even 
with dairying running 
away behind 
manufacturing and lumbering in Wis- 
consin, our Wisconsin dairy interests,

radiant as the Prince's look was con-

The average farmer cannot retort 
in this instance that the fancy meth- 
ods of an experiment stati.on are not 
available .to the average run of farm- 
ers, because these 
contestants were 
mere boys who have never been near 
an agricultural school, and who took 
average farm land and 
fertilized 
it 


for one season as well as they could. 
There seems to be no good ground for 
doubting that similar results cannot 
be achieved on most Wisconsin farms 
The one condition laid d.own in the 
contest was that pure-bred seed ot 
certain 
varieties 
should 
be 
used. 
Here is an 
object-lesson to all the 
hundreds of farmers 
of one county 
who snw the flourishing fields. No 
doubt the farmers 
themselves 
will 
be stimulated to do better next year. 


Such a contest would not be valu- 
able if mere yield 
were 
considered 


without computing 
the 
labor cost 
and cash cost of cultivation, too often 
neglected by the farmer: 
The cost 
of'raisins each acre of corn, accord- 
ing to the actual number of hours of 
labor, was 'reported, at $9 to $1S an 
acre, leaving a net 
profit of 
1(40 to 


$50 an acre for commercial sales of 
corn and even more than that' when 
high priced seed corn was sold, as it 
was frequently. 
Here is a neld crop whose profit is 
almost as large as from sugar beets, 
which require great 
labor and most 
intensive'cultivation. It is a valuable 
srid timely illustration 
of the possi- 
bilities of Wisconsin farms. It should 
be an encouraging, lesson 
to every 
Badger farmer.
